Splawn, a former chairman of 
the ICC, was the first witness at 
hearings before the house inter- 
-state commerce committee which 
is considering general transporta- 
tion legislation. He helped pre- 
pare the legislation, which would 
revamp the ICC, authorize it to set 
minimum fares and freight charges 
for interstate shipments, and per- 
mit the railroads rather than the 
ICC to initiate reorganization and 
consolidation programs. 

After reviewing statistics show- 
ing the decline of railroad traffic 
in. the last 10 years—half of it at- 
tributed to economic conditions 
and half to diversion of other car- 
riers—Splawn said: 

“You will want to take a long 
look (at this situation) and pre- 
vent the companies that have cre- 
ated this vast transportation sys- 
tem from falling out among them- 
selves and fighting for the dimin- 
ishing traffic so hard as to de- 
stroy or permanently impair much 
of this invesment which is good

“The Cavalier was equipped to 
combat ice,” said 3l-year-old 
Captain M. Rowland Alders son, 
who was rescued with nine othe 
survivors. 

None knew the answer 
all-absorbing question— 

What happened the 
sky-liner, silencing four 
tors and necessitating a forced 
landing on the choppy seas mid- 
way between New York and 
Bermuda? 

“Just before I sent 
SOS,” Radio Engineer Patrick 
Chapman said, “I saw a dirty 
patch ahead and I started getting 
static. We had been flying in 
cold, clear skies.” 

First Officer Neil Richardson— 
who struck out with Chapman 
away from the little, night-sieged 
band of survivors clinging to their 
frail chain of lifebelts, and at- 
tracted the attention of the Esso 
Baytown—added to the mystery 
of the crash, 

“There was some trouble with 
the engines, but we have made 
trips in much worse weather and 
never had any trouble.” 

Group Captain George Pirie, at- 
tached to the British embassy in 
Washington, D. C., started the of- 
ficial British air ministry probe by 
taking depositions from survivors. 

The United States government 
informed Imperial Airways that it 
would like to have a federal ex- 
pert sit in an “observer.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(7)— 
President Roosevelt said today 
that government lawyers had been 
investigating to determine wheth- 
er the President of the United

In the meantime, immediate 
lifting by President Roosevelt of 
the embargo was urged today by 
former Secretary of State Henry 
L. Stimson in a letter to the edi- 
tor of the New York Times. 

The letter asserted that the 
Spanish - government had_ been 
recognized by Washington as “the 
true government of Spain” 
that such recognition carried “the 
right of self-defense against any 
future rebellion which may chal- 
lenge its authority.” 

Warns Americans, 

Stimson said that by refusing to 
sanction such aid to:the Spanish 
government, the United States had 
“abandoned a traditional policy to 
which for a century and a half it 
had carefully adhered as a means 
of protecting the peace and stabil- 
ity of nations, which, like itself, 
preferred to live not armed to the 
teeth.” 

Stimson also contended that if 
the Spanish government were 
overthrown “its defeat will be 
solely due to the fact that it has 
been deprived of its right to buy 
from us and any other friendly 
nations the munitions necessary for 
its defense;” that “any danger that 
may come to the people of the 
United States from the situation in 
Spain would arise not from any 
lawful sale of munitions to the 
government of Spain, but from the 
assistance which our embargo has 
given to the enemies of Spain.” 

Secretary Hull said here that he 
was giving complete and careful 
consideration to the appeal of 


Stimson. 

Associates of Hull said Stimson’s 
views were expressed a few days 
earlier in a personal letter to the 
secretary.

Finds Much C omtort 


Forsook His World Two Dec- 
ades Ago To Devote His 
Life to Hard Task. 


By WALLACE MINSHULL. 

Down the span of 20 years—two 
decades spent behind the grim, 
forbidding walls of the Atlanta 
federal penitentiary—an aged, 
kindly man today looks back and 
finds that he has achieved success. 
accomplishment, 
but the success that comes with 
the knowledge of having perform- 
ed a hard task well and of having 
aided countless others 
example. 


The man is Lawrence B. Foster, | 


superintendent of industries at the 
institution, who recently observed 
his twentieth anniversary at the 
penitentiary—an occasion which 
also marked ‘the twentieth year 
of operations of the institution’s 
cotton duck weaving mill. 
Two Are Inseparable. 

Foster and the mill are insep- 
arable. The mill is Foster, Foster 
is the mill. 

In December, 1918, the Federal 
Bureau of Prisons, aware of the 
benefits of vocational activity for 
those who had the misfortune of 
being incarcerated in United States 
prisons, established a duck (can- 
vas) weaving mill at its institu- 
tion here. 

The building was one of the 
finest for its purpose in the coun- 
try. Its equipment was the best 
obtainable. Only one thing was 
lacking, the services of a man 
who by training and ability was 
best fitted to supervise the oper- 
ations of the new project. 

After a long search the govern- 
ment at last found the man it 
thought capable of the task, able 
not only to supervise the technical 
operations of a weaving mill but. 
by character and understanding. 
to perform the more humanitarian 
task of bringing comfort to those 


'whose lives had been frustrated. 


Backlog of Experience. 

Choice fell on Lawrence B. Fos- 
ter, then agent of the Baltimore 
division of the Mount Vernon- 
Woodbury Mills, Inc., with head- 
quarters at Baltimore, Md. 

Mr. Foster had spent a lifetime 
in the cotton mill business. Born 
in Baltimore, he entered it as a 
boy and grew up with the industry. 
Steadily he rose. Promotion fol- 
lowed promotion until at last he 
was superintendent of operations 
in charge of six mills. During his 
career he had traveled widely in 
the east and south, building new 
mills and setting up new equip- 
ment. 

Today Lawrence Foster is a rela- 
tively old man, but to him remains 
the comforting thought that he has 
helped thousands—that through 
his example and training hundreds 
have gone forth from the peniten- 
tiary to take their places as new 
men in society.

The removal of Dr. Hijalmar Schacht as 
president of the Reichsbank, together with two 
of his so-called “conservative” aides, comes as 
a natural reflection of the Nazi will to continue 
internal regimentation and to widen the scope 
of the economic throttle on the affairs of the 
world. | 

While some observers have felt the replace- 
ment ef Schacht by Dr. Walther Funk was a 
prelude to inflation, the strict control of the 
Reichsbank over every form of German eco- 
nomic life belies this interpretation of the shift. 
The Reich is probably the only country in the 
world today which can operate in the direc- 
tion of inflation without losing rein on its 
course, simply because of an absolute power 
wielded by the government in economic and 
political affairs. 


For that matter, a breakdown in the Nazi 
economic structure has been prophesied at in- 
tervals for many years, yet it has confounded 
these seers with an ability to meet the enor- 
mous needs of the country without collapse. 
Whether one likes the methods or not, it must 
be admitted they have worked, although with- 
out counting the cost to the workers and the 
businessmen of the nation. 


Schacht represents a school of thought 
which never viewed the complicated mechan- 
ism he contrived in an emergency as a perma- 
nent structure. Rather he looked ahead to the 
day when the natural flow of commerce and 
industry would eliminate its need. He has, 
therefore, run counter to the wishes of Nazi 
leaders on various occasions, retaining his post 
on sufferance because he alone was entirely 
familiar with the bewildering structure he had 
raised. It will be noted that he remains an 
advisor to Hitler without portfolio. His influ- 
ence will thereby remain strong, although his 
direct control over the policies of the Reichs- 
bank has been severed. 


His removal does, however, presage a tight- 
ening of the bonds into which the Nazi regime 
has straight-jacketed a large segment of inter- 
national commerce, and marks another step 
away from free trade between nations, upon 
which much of the world’s economic structure 
has been balanced. Another aspect probably 
will be the extension of regimentation within 
the nation. Germany avoided the pitfalls of 
price control by a system of qualitative and 
quantitative supervision of production, fore- 
stalling the natural tendency of manufacturers, 
tradesmen and farmers to turn from the less 
to the more profitable forms of production. 
This supervision, thus far, has not extended to 
the smaller, unimportant branches of industry 
and trade and, while this loophole-has been 
comparatively small, the tendency of bureau- 
cratic government has naturally been toward 
supervising extension, 

This last increase the burden 
placed upon the keystone of the Nazi economic 
structure—the worker. So long as labor can be 
induced, through one method or another, to 
work efficiently and through long hours in re- 
turn for a rigidly fixed wage, the German econ- 
omy will be maintained. There is no indica- 
tion, outwardly, that this is not being accom- 
plished. The laborer is kept passive by the 
circumstance that any shift in the volume cost 
of his purchases is generally met through re- 
duction in quality rather than through an in- 
crease in the price to the purchaser. It is esti- 
mated that the resultant deterioration in 
consumer goods has ranged as high as 40 per 
cent over the last few years. The standard of 
living has thereby dropped, but its result has 
been heavily cushioned by the inflexibility of 
wages and general cost of production. 

It may also be expected that the tempo of 
armament building and public works will be 
speeded, and that the general tax burden will 
be increased to meet the debt charge on these 
government expenditures. The Nazi govern- 
ment has shown, however, that this can be 
done without too great a cost because of the 
intense control exerted over the entire struc- 
ture of national life.

WHO OWNS INDUSTRY? 

There is a tendency, too widespread among 
the unthinking, to consider industry in America 
as the exclusive property of the extremely 
wealthy. Demagogs of all types, social, eco- 
nomic and political, have set up the scarecrow 
of “industrial overlords,” or “feudalists,” and 
have painted the picture of “Big Business” 
holding an unscrupulous stranglehold upon all 
sorts and ramifications of affairs. 


As a matter of simple truth, modern indus- 
try is owned by the general public, by the 
average American, and its ownership is dis- 
tributed among all classes of society. When 
government attacks “Big Business,” or when 
labor uses improper means to wrest con- 


* cessions from employment, it is the average citi- 


zen, you and the rest of us, the next door 
neighbors, who comprise the enemy attacked. 


As a typical example of the practically uni- 
versal ownership of industry, a recent report by 
a large corporation provides a fascinating il- 
lumination on this point. 


The president of this corporation, the in- 
dividual whom the ignorant would immediately 
picture as the “owner,” actually possesses less 
than 3.4 per cent of the stock. At that, he is 
one of the largest holders of the stock. Adding 
to this some stock held in trust, which he con- 
trols, the grand total is less than 8 per cent. 

Another of the larger stockholders is the 
vice president and a director. He possesses 1.47 
per cent of the total. Of the other directors 
and officers of the company none Owns more 
than one-quarter of one per cent. 

The balance of the stock is divided among 
7,604 individuals, 1,601 estates and trusts, 316 
joint tenants, 34 investment trusts, 72 insurance 
companies, 42 universities and colleges, 121 
charitable societies and 380 unclassified organ- 
izations or groups. 

When the number of individuals directly in- 
volved, as owners or beneficiaries, of those 
trusts, insurance company, universities, colleges, 
charitable organizations, etc., is considered it 
will be realized immediately that the direct 
ownership of this typical corporation extends 
throughout all American citizenry. 

There are stockholders in every state and in 
the District of Columbia. Some hold several 
shares, but the great majority of the individual 
owners possess only one or two shares, they are 
poor people with a little surplus they have in- 
vested in American industry, because they be- 
lieve in it and have confidence in its stability 
and security. 

In this company, as in almost all, stock own- 
ership means actual ownership. Ownership of 
the plants, the equipment, the product—even 
of the typewriters on which such a report as 
this is written.

NOBLESSE OBLIGE 

“Noblesse Oblige,” is a well-worn phrase 
which expresses the obligation of a person of 
better birth to act worthily of his progenitors; to 
fulfill at all times the responsibility of his herit- 
age. 

It is a phrase which has been the inspiration 
of many heroic actions, the cause of many fine 
deeds and commendable attitudes. Those im- 
bued with a sense of “Noblesse Oblige” have 
faced pain and death with stoicism, have met 
disaster with courage and have “carried on” in 
the face of hopeless odds. 

Today there are evidences that this instinct 
to decent behavior in trying circumstance is 
pretty general among modern people. Reports 
of the calmness with which wretched Chinese 
of the coolie class, as well as the higher rank, 
faced horrible death in war would indicate 
there is at least something corresponding to 
“Noblesse Oblige” in the peasant’s hut on the 
Mongolian plains. 

There have been many stories of calm brav- 
ery from both sides of the conflict in Spain. 
Hundreds have faced Soviet firing squads or 
Nazi concentration camps with a smile in their 
eyes and a jest upon their lips. 

A few weeks ago the passengers on a dam- 
aged plane, which seemed foredoomed to crash 
at Croydon airport, London, drank a toast to 
“disaster, if it comes,’ as the ship circled the 
field. 

And today, all America is reading of the 
ten survivors of the Bermuda plane which was 
wrecked in the Atlantic. For almost half a day 
they floated and swam in the ocean waters. 
They saw three of their companions die. And 
they carried on in casual conversation, splashed 
to frighten off the sharks and sang old hymns 
as the hours crept by and rescue did not come. 

There is a spirit of “Noblesse Oblige” in the 
souls of all decent men and women. It is that 
which lifts them above dumb brutes and which 
gives new cause for pride in the hearts of all 
their fellows.

A DECADE OF DEFICITS 
(From The Charlotte Observer.) 

If the American people have not lost their 
capacity astonishment, they will feel a keen 
sense of shock as they look back upon the sum- 
mary of deficits of the federal government during 
the past decade. 

According to the budget estimates presented 
to congress, the deficits in the 10 years from 1931 
to 1940 will add up So $27,000,000,000. 

The total expenditures of the federal govern- 
ment in those 10 years will have been $68,000,- 
000.000. without ing for debt retirement. 

The receipts, despite the raising of federal 
taxes to their highest level, will have been $41,- 
000.000,000. 

These figures simply mean that the expendi- 
tures of the federal government during the past 
10 years aggregate an amount that is equal to the 
total national income for any year within that 
period.

All of which brings us squarely up against the fact that the 
Spanish civil war is reaching a new climax. And that it has a few 


world ramifications. 

DEMOCRACY AND FASCISM There is today a fight for sur- 
vival between two theories of 

government, Democracy and Fascism. 

If Fascism is firmly plant iy in Spai in, France will be all but 
surrounded by the opposing ideology; there will be established air 
and sea bases which would caeuer England and prevent, in all 
probability, an effective blockade. It might even establish one of 
dangerous effectiveness, keeping supplies from England. 

Spain has seen Italy and Germany, the latter with supplies and 
officers and the former with supplies and men, testing the new ma- 
chinery of war. Italy and Germany bitterly resented any help from 
France, even while they themselv - threw their forces into the bal- 
ance. France and England, the two countries most affected, were 
threatened with a world war if they became involved. They stayed 
out. 

As long as there is an economic competition the two theories of 
government cannot exist side by side. A victory for Germany and 
Italy would be a tremendous victory for their theory of govern- 
ment. It would give to them new fields of raw materials and food 
supplies. It would provide military bases of the most important 
locations in so far as strategy is concerned. 


IN THE MEANTIME

has been said that England muddles through. It may be that a 
destiny again will swing the tide toward England. 

There is talk of internal unrest in Germany; there are uncon- 
firmed reports that out of the Goebbels-Goering feud may come 
some army opposition. It seems hardly possible. The German peo- 
ple do not want war. But it is extremely unlikely they have, in 
any numbers, turned against the government of Hitler or Hitler 
himself, 

Nevertheless, the fast-expanding empire of Hitler may encoun- 
ter trouble. He has many, many irons in the diplomatic, military 
and economic fires. It is hardly conceivable that England is merely 
carrying out her “appeasement” of the dictators without at the 
same time exerting all possible diplomatic pressure. 

There is some evidence of this in Rumania. After visible asso- 
ciation with the advancing Reich, there was a sharp break; Nazi 
leaders in Rumania were killed and there is evident estrangement. 
England apparently scotched that small nation. 

If Franco wins in Spain it will not be

with the expected capture of Barcelona. 


That is the most important feature. Barcelona will be followed 
with at least a month or so, possibly three months, of continued 
resistance. 

That will bring us around to April. 

It would be very, very easy for war to come with a Franco vic- 
tory. If there is trouble in Germany a war would halt it. If there 
is restlessness in Italy, war would halt that. 

The victory might be the springboard into war. 
all Europe is troubled. 

America knows it. You will see, very soon, the parade of our 
navy down the South American coast. The might of the United 
States’ floating forces will be exhibited. This very well may have 
a salutary effect in some of the nations there which wish to espouse 
the Nazi or Fascist cause.

Free People Demand a Savior 


When They Get Too Lazy To 
Do Their Own Planning 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


The chief cause of woe in America, both public and private, is 
not some mysterious thing known only to experts and deep think- 
ers, but plain ordinary laziness. 

Scarcely one in a thousand does as well in any particular a 
he could. 

It is necessity and not nature or desire that makes us more 
industrious than other animals. We enjoy work when it becomes. 
a habit, but we have a natural aversion to effort. It is much more 


_ pleasant to lie abed, or sit around killing time, or amuse ourselves 


by playing games. 

Thinking is the hardest or most disagreeable kind of work, and 
the result is that we dodge it more than any other. 

In each community there are a few whose glands are full of 
pep, and these are driven by ambition to study and make them- 
selves experts and plan and toil without rest. They succeed in 
making money, which they have no time to enjoy, and are respected 
and envied by their “less fortunate” neighbors. 

Others who are mentally and physically normal could do as 
well, or almost as well, but they are too lazy. They are too lazy 
to study, so they don’t finish school. Or they are too lazy to think, 
so they do no reading after school days. Whatever vocation they 
drift into, they are too lazy to pay the price of success, so they 
follow the course that requires least exertion and take life as easy 
as they can. 

That might be wisdom if it brought: contentment, but it doesn’t. 
Being dissatisfied and unwilling to confess their laziness, they blame 
bad luck or an unfair system and attribute the success of others to 
pull or crookedness. 

Another unfortunate result is the quest for easy money. Having 
refused to make. the mental effort necessary to earn it, we search 
continually for ways to get it without earning it. The result is a 
rich and never-ending harvest for swindlers., 

Nor are private woes the only ones we invite by laziness. “We 
the people” are supposed to govern ourselves, but we are too lazy 
to keep informed or maintain the eternal vigilance necessary for 
safety, and the result is that we are constantly exploited by finan- 
ciers and politicians. 

We rail at them when they wreck us, but there would be no 


wrecks if we weren’t too lazy to watch them.

PERKINS REPORTS 
200,000 GET JOBS 


Secretary Says 1,200,000 
Have Been Re-employed 
Over 6-Month Period. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—(4)— 
Secretary of Labor Perkins re- 
ported today an increase of ap- 
proximately 200,000 in employ- 
ment in non-agricultural indus- 
tries during December. 

In a statement the secretary 
said the most significant features 
of the gain were “the continued 
increase in factory employment, 
which normally declines at this 
season, and an unusually large 
expansion in retail trade.”

Admits 
Classes Mobilized, But 
Says ‘For Training.’ 


ROME, Jan. 24.—(UP)—The 
ministry of popular culture to- 
night confirmed reports that “sev- 
eral classes” of military reservists 
had been called to the colors for 
intensive training but denied that 
there was any “abnormal” signifi- 
cance to the move. 

The reports indicated that Pre- 
mier Mussolini had summoned 
approximately 200,000 reservists, 
possibly in anticipation of a Eu- 
ropean crisis if General Franco 
should strike a decisive blow in 
the Spanish civil war. 

The Italian premier has indicat- 
ed repeatedly that a victory for 
the Nationalists in Spain is “‘neces-

One interesting sidelight is the 
president-day attitude of voters 
in the south. At the time of the 
Civil War the constitution of the 
Southern Confederacy provided 
for a six-year term, and Jeffer- 
son Davis took office on that 
basis.

National opinion on the six- 
year term issue has been highly 
Stable in recent vears, for when 
the Institute conducted a survey 
on the same question in June, 
1936, the vote was virtually the 
Same as today.

Lectures Should Be 


My Day: Stimulus for Action 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON.—There is no question about it, we are taking 
more interest in our young people. I have never been asked to°at- 
tend so many meetings for the consideration of youth’s 

Yesterday afternoon, while the wind was still . _ 
blowing lustily, I went over to the Women’s City 
Club to attend a tea for the Junior Guild and, 
before I went, the representatives of another im- 
portant woman’s organization called to. ask me 
about a program of study for members, who 
range in age from 18 to 30 years, 

While I listened, my mind went back to my 
own early years and I remembered how long it 
took me to outgrow the idea that sitting on a 
board and occasionally visiting an institution 
really represented any kind of work. I will grant 
you that boards have to exist, money has to be 
raised and plans have to be made, but why not 
leave this work to older people who are past the 
need for education? As long as you are young 
and physically able, why not get out and learn something first- 
hand by having a few actual contacts and doing a little real work? 

A newspaper headline this morning says that I dislike lectures. 
That isn’t so. I like lectures which tell me something new, but I 
don’t want the whole of youth’s activity to stop with a lecture or a 
study program. Those things should serve only as a stimulus from 
which to spring into action. 

I lunched today with the health® committee of the Washington 
Council of Social Agencies. The chairman told me that their meet- 
ings were better attended than ever before, which shows the reali- 
zation of the importance of public health work. We are gradually 
coming to realize that the health of the community and interest in 
preventive medicine can mean much in solving many other social 
problems. 

The Metropolitan Opera Guild in New York city has just sent 
me two interesting publications. One, a slim volume entitled “Opera 
Cavalcade,” is the story of the Metropolitan Opera Company. The 
other, four small books for children, containing the stories of Car- 
men, Aida, Lohengrin, and Hansel and Gretel, are all told in a way 
to capture the imagination of children. These books will add tre- 
mendously to the pleasure of seeing and hearing an opera for the 
first time, whether you are young or old. 

Another little book has come to me from a friend telling me 
of a school for radio technique which has been in existence for 
some time in New York city. It sounds fascinating and as though 
all of us who have to face a microphone every now and again should 
go there to see how we may improve our technique. They will teach 
you to write radio scripts, also. But few of us are able to aspire’ 
to such talent, whereas all of us may have to speak over the radio 
and we owe it to the vast listening public to do so as creditably as

A Charleyhorse 
Usually Makes 
A Visible Lump 


By Dr. William Brady. 


One of the two causes of sore- 
ness in muscles after violent or un- 
accustomed exercise is actual rup- 
ture of mus¢le cell walls and exu- 
dation of blood and lymph. Sore- 
ness due to this cause persists un- 
til the tear or tears are healed. 
In exceptional instances the en- 
tire muscle may be torn from its 
attachment to the bone or from 
attachment to its tendon, by a sud- 
den strain. Such an injury is called 
“charleyhorse.” A  charleyhorse 
usually makes a visible lump, or 
one which can be felt, and this 
takes a month or more to disap- 
pear, of course leaving some scar 
in the muscle which may impair 
its full elasticity permanently. 

Runners and jumpers fear “‘pull- 

ing” the hamstrings, that is, a 
rupture or tear of the muscles at 
junction of muscle and _ tendon. 
Ball players, especially pitchers, 
have to prepare the deltoid and 
the scapular or  shoulder-blade 
muscles carefully to prevent the 
occurrence of a similar rupture or 
tear in shoulder or arm, called 
“glass arm.” 
_ The preparation to prevent such 
injuries is commonly = called
